It's Getting Easier

The number of lanes of di- 
vided highway between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore has dou- 
bled recently and may go up 


- another 50 percent within a 


month. 

As a result, traffic from the 
Washington area bound north 
into Pennsylvania will be able 
to flow more freely this win- 
ter, bypassing the overcrowd- 
ed Washington-Baltimore 
Parkway. 

On Dec. 4, the final four-lane 
section of Route 29 from 
Washington to Interstate 70N 
west of Baltimore was opened 
to traffic. 

If the warm weather contin- 
ues a new section of Interstate 
Route 95, connecting the 
Washington Beltway to the 
Baltimore Beltway, will be 
opened soon. If not, the high- 


way will be in use early next | 


summer, 


Completion of Rte. 29 asa 
divided four-lane highway pro- 
vides a safety valve to relieve 
the often bumper-to-bumper 
traffic on the obsolete Wash- 
ington-Baltimore Parkway, 
now Temporary Interstate 95
